Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 1& 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber: 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 


‘er or sister of intending homesteader. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned~and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son. 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteade 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each o: six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) | 
and cultivate fifty acres extra.

Peace River. Dictrict ‘Has Room For 
a ROLE PT 


By eH pe LLY 
— 


| “The Peace Hiver country” is really 


& very indefinite: term applied to the 


enormous.‘territory within the basin 
of;.the. Peace; River, where there fs 
such: a’ diversity. of, natural charac- 
teristics that it is impossible to give 
any:.description. which will. apply ac- 
curately,“or even: approximately to all 
-parts :of it. ‘From the confluence of 
the Finlay, and Parsnip rivers,. west 
of the Rocky Mountains, to where it 
empties into’ the Slave River, near 
Lake Athabagca, is about 600 miles in 
a direct line but about 1,000 miles 
as the river flows, and approximately 
100,000,000 acres: of arable land are 
drained by this mighty river and its 
tributaries, including the North and 
the South Pines. and the Halfway 
rivers. Of this area ‘at least 60,000,000 
acres: are park land or open prairie, 
and 40,000,000- acres are covered with 
heavy timber, There {s room for a 
million farmers.. There is no longer 
any question” as to the agricultural 
possibilities of. that vast pampas. It 
has already passed the experimental 
stage, for it has been proven by actual 
demonstration that the climate is ad- 
mirably adapted to the maturing of 
the entire range of farm products of 
the temperate zones;. and, further, that 
the grains . attain a maturity and 
quality there which are not excelled 
anywhere else in the known world. 
The hard varieties of spring wheat 
grown there show a yield and weight, 
and also milling qualities in advance 
of that produced on the prairies of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
which are now recognized as the pro- 
ducers of the standard wheat of tho 
world. And in those great stretohes 


of natural meadows the pioneer meets 


with little dificulty in preparation of 
his land, as it is possible for him to 
begin breaking the sod and actual 
farm operations during the first season 
fn the country. All that Js lacking 
now is transportation, and this prob- 
lem is being solved as quickly as steel 
‘can be laid by. two or three different 
railroads, which are racing for the 
choicest territory, 


ROTATION OF CROPS 


Fertility Is Best Maintalned by Varlea 
Crops

In discussing rotation of crops 4 
writer in the Journal of the Board of 
Agriculture points out the fact that 


a 


of fertility, but seeing that in many 
‘cases land in the beginning is ex- 
hausted, crop rotation must be follow- 
ed in order to maintain fertility and 
to bring worn-out soll up to a pro- 
ductive standard. The writer points 
out that the main reason for growing 
a series of crops is that the require- 
ments of the various classes of crops 
grown on the farm yary greatly In 
thelr capacity to extract and utilize 
the various materials known as plant 
food. Some crops require much of 
certain classes of this, while others 
demand large quantities of food of an- 
other class. Some are shallow-rooted 
some are deep-rooted and some occupy 
the land for a much longer period than 
others, that is, they have a longer 
growing season. All these things must 
be taken into consideration when work- 
{ng out a rotation. No matter how 
rich the land is in the beginning 
continuous cropping with one kind of 
crop sooner or later exhausts certain 
elements of plant food which the crop 
grown requires in largest quantities.

The points in dispute were whether 
the mishap occurred before or after 
legal lighting time, whether the up- 
set was the result of the horses be- 
ing frightened or of careless driving 
of the team, too near the edge of 
-the grade, and whether the defen- 
dant had admitted responsibility for 
the accident. Evidence was given by 
the plaintiff, by the Rev. A. B. 
“Argue, of Olds, who was with him 
in the buggy, by the defendant and 
his chauffeur, and by Constable

Judgment was given for the plain‘ 
tiff for $105 and costs on the Dis-

BRANTFORD P PROTESTS 


Strong and Unanimous - Opposition to 


Lower Duty on Implements 

Although {t is generally understood 
that the Liberal party are in favor of 
Free Trade in agricultural] implements, 
or at least are strong supporters of 
material reductions in the implement 
tariff, the following resolution passed 
by the Advisory Committee of the 
Brantford Reform -Association on 
March 16th indicates that the rank 
and file of the Liberal party are far 
from favoring the policy laid down by 
their leaders at Ottawa. The reso- 
lution, reads as follows: 

“That as members of the Advisory 
Committee of the Brantford Reform 
Association, we record our firm pro- 
test against the removal, or material. 
reduction, of the presént duties on 
agricultural implements, as calculated 
to do substantial injury to a most 
important industry, and one in which 
Brantford is vitally interested, at a 
time when said industry, in conse- 
quence of the loss of business and 
poor collections in the west is least 
able to stand it, and also because the 
import duties now levied on these 
lines are below the requirements of 
a tariff for revenue only, and not suc} 
as to do any injustice to the wester 
agriculturists, and that a copy of thir 
resolution be sent to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier.” 

Similar resolutions have also been 
passed by the Conservative ‘Executive 
{n Brantford, and the Board of Trade 
of that city has also taken action along 
the same lines. The general feeling 
all through Eastern Canada, but. par- 
ticularly in industrial centres is, with- 
out passing on the merits or demerits 
of the implement tariff as stands, 
that it would be nothing short of a 
disaster to reduce the duties this year, 
when there are thousands of work- 


men unemployed, and every industry ; 


is seriously handicapped by lack of 
credit and lack of orders. It is felt 
that any reduction in the tariff must 
mean increased imyportations, and 
consequently would be providing work 
for American workmen while a greater 
number of Canadians than ever would 
be cut off from the source of livelihood.

directory concern !s one, If Calgary 
will not give generous support to those 
who are already on the ground in the 
city, there is but little Hkelihood of 
others being attracted to a fleld which

WESTERN FREIGHT RATES 


Manufacturers Have Been Alding 
Western Shippers in Fight 
For Better Rates 


The Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation submitted the shortest brief 
on record in the famous Western 
freight rates recently at Ottawa. 
Its brevity was npt due to lack of in- 
terest, however, as the manufacturers 
through their traffic expert have been 
in the forefront for lower freight rates 
in the West for years. Their state- 
ment as filed by J. B. Walsh, Manager 
Transportation Department, ‘ read as 
follows: 

In view of the fact that the evi- 
dence in this case is of the most 
comprehensive character and covers 
the interests of all parties represented, 
{t is unnecessary for the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association to state 
{ts views, except in the most general 
way, as follows: 

1. We believe that all freight rates 
should bear as lightly as possible 
upon the producer, and this especially 
because of the fact that all the coun- 
try west of the Great Lakes is so 
situated geographically, that of neces- 
sity there is a very long haul to the 
seaboard, and onward to the markets 
of the world. To give our farmers 
and other producers all that they are 
fairly entitled to means that their 
products must be carried at as low 
a charge as is consistent with the cost 
of the service. 

2. In order that manufacturers may 
be encouraged to locate in increasing 
numbers throughout the West, which 
is so’obviously to the advantage of 
the producers of farm and other pro- 
ducts, and which contributes so ma- 
terlally to the building up of centres 
of population we believe that raw ma- 
terials should likewise be carried at 
as low a charge as is consistent with 
the cost of the service. This it will 
be readily seen is in the interests of 
the railways and of the country gener- 
ally, 

8. The railways must receive a 
reasonable return on the capital which 
they have actually invested. To com- 
pel them to carry the trafiic ac un- 
remunerattve rates would not only be 
aonjust, but would immediately place 
an effectual check upon the extension 
of rail transportation, which the peo- 
ple at large are so anxious to en- 
courage. 

In a word, therefore, we would be 
glad if your Board, having due regard 
to all the olrcumstances, and con- 
sidering carefully the interests of all 
concerned would readjust rates in a 
way that ‘would conserve and promote 
the welfare of the Western producer, 
and carry that readjustment just as 


far as it would seem practicable to | 


carry it, consistent with the axiom 
that bona fide capital investment must 
always be acorded a reasonable re 
turn.

W. H. Wickham, the man responsible 
for the introduction of rubber trees 
in India at the risk of his life. The 
agricultural department of East In- 
dia sent Wickham to gather the seed 
of the Para rubber tree in Brazil.

75,000 of them. He put them in bags 
and smugelad them aboard a ship, 
which was short of cargo and funds.
